The recent speech of Senator Morton 


on tho Louisiana question, in reply to 
that of Schurz, though evidently im 
jromptu, was in his best and strongest 
style. After giving an admirably con- 
densed, review of'Louisiana politics dur- 
ing the last eight or • nine yean, he 
pawed to consider'the terrorism, ostra- 
cism, and intolerance practiced by tho 
Democrats toward all Republ'cans, 
white and black.

WASHINGTON, D. C>, January 17.— 


There is a £ re it sensation here over the 
publication made of .the main facts con 
Ifeoted with the evidence of Billon,

The facts were as- 
certained by certain correspondents 
who felt convinced that the gonerai
